EDITORIAL COMMENT 


OUR FRONTISPIECE 


We are glad to present in this issue a 
picture of Judson Toll Jennings, librarian 
of the Public Library, Seattle, Washington. 
On leaving Union College, Schenectady, 
New York, the town where he was born, 
he entered the New York Library School 
at Albany as a member of the class of 1897. 
Following his Library School course he was 
connected with the New York State Library 
from 1899 to 1903, and then became librarian 
of the Carnegie Free Library, Duquesne, 
Pennsylvania, but was recalled to the State 
Library at Albany as Director’s Assistant, 
a position that he held during 1906-07. 
Since 1907 he has been in charge of the 
Seattle Public Library, and his work there 
in developing that institution has been 
notable. He was president of the American 
Library Association in 1923, has been twice 
president of the Pacific Northwest Library 
Association, and is a member of several local 
clubs and associations in Seattle. Those 
who attended the A. L. A. conference at 


Hot Springs in 1923 will remember his com- 
petent handling of the sessions there as 
president, and those visiting Seattle in 1925 
will not soon forget the very cordial reception 
that they had from him and his colleagues, 
the librarians of that beautiful western city. 
There was nothing that he did not do to 
make our stay pleasant and helpful. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS TO MAGAZINES 


We now have behind us the experience of 
still another subscription season just closed, 
and on looking back to see in what way we 
can better our service to libraries, we find 
the greatest difficulty is in the mistakes 
made by publishers in booking subscriptions, 
especially where a library takes more than 
one copy of a magazine. Another source 
of constant irritation has been the case of 
those magazines published in groups where 
a special unit rate is made, less than the 
sum of the single prices of the magazines 
contained in the group. It seems very 
difficult for publishers properly to book a 
subscription covering, for example, 2 Cos- 
mopolitan- Hearst, 3 Good Housekeeping, 1 
Harper's Bazar, for in planning to give our 
customers the benefit of the unit price on 
Good Housekeeping and Cosmopolitan, and 
on Good Housekeeping and Harper's Bazar, 
the publishers have found it difficult to book 
the required number of copies needed. It 
seems very easy for them to book Good 
Housekeeping subscriptions nos. 2 and 3 as 
additional years on subscription no. 1, or 
in some other curious fashion get the wrong 
number of subscriptions listed, and then, 
when our customers discover that things 
are not going as they should, it is sometimes 
difficult to obtain the missing numbers. 

As a whole, we think our system of booking 
subscriptions has stood the test as well as 
that of any other agency. All agencies 
have to keep an adjustment force of several 
people solely to take care of errors made by 
publishers. But we are hoping, by constant 
study of the conditions and what has hap- 
pened in the past, to overcome these diffi- 
culties, even though they are not our own. 
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We again advise libraries wherever pos- 
sible to arrange their subscription expira- 
tions for some other month than December. 
A change to any other part of the year would 
greatly reduce adjustment letters, and we 
can easily make the change for any library 
wishing it, either by paying slightly more 
or slightly less than the twelve months, 
period. 

Another problem that we hope to solve 
is in the booking of the so-called ‘“‘Year- 
books.” These have a way of being dated 
one year and imprinted with the date of the 
following year, and the publishers have a 
habit of designating the volume imprinted 
1926 as the 1926 volume, when really they 
are talking about the 1925 volume that 
happened to be published in the early 
months of 1926. This easily causes a 
duplication, although we are most careful, 
in ordering, to give dates and whatever 
designation is possible. 

The title-page-and-index problem is a 
vexatious one, and becomes more so as the 
years go by. Fortunately, perhaps, many 
periodicals no longer publish any indexes, 
but those that do and supply them only on 
request, seem to need, in many cases, two or 
three requests before complying with the 
demand.

We are very glad to make announcement 
now that this much-asked-for Index, in its 
second and revised edition brought down to 
date, is now published and available for the 
use of libraries. Miss Eastman has done 
a large amount of work in bringing this 
Index down to date and it is nearly double 
the size of the first one. We feel sure every 
library will welcome it.

Fortunate is the Univer- 
sity of Michigan to gain such a collection. It will 
preserve for Michigan books that are, or soon will 
be, beyond the reach of any library by purchase. 
Mr. Adams has given us a most readable little 
volume, fittingly printed and illustrated, in an 
edition of one thousand.

BUCK, GERTRUDE. Keys to the halls of books; 
aid to the independent use of libraries. This little 
book is by one who has for many years given instruc- 
tion in the use of libraries to college freshmen. 
Questions asked have served the author as indicating 
the sort of information required. The book is 
designed as a help to the general reader, as well as 
students in school or college. The chapter on note- 
taking is full of good suggestions. All the chapters 
on the use of books are made up of topics, or short 
sentences, concise, easily grasped. It is not a 
book to be read, but rather a note-book in print.

DuTT, NEWTON M._ The Baroda library hand- 
book. Mr. Dutt, “curator of libraries, Baroda 
State, and reader to H. H. the Maharaja Gaekwad,” 
has issued this edition of his hand-book. There 
is an introduction by Sir Manubhai Nandshankar 
Mehta, Dewan of Baroda. We see by the preface 
that the book is written with a threefold object: 
to provide a souvenir for visitors to the Baroda 
library, a handbook for librarians, educationists, 
and social workers in India; to record the remark- 
able progress of free libraries in town and village; 
and lastly to add to -the scanty literature of bibli- 
ography and library science in India. The book has 
many interesting illustrations, and with the numerous 
appendixes added, makes a useful work for Indian 
librarians and a most interesting volume for Ameri- 
can librarians to possess.

GALBREATH, CHARLES B. History of Ohio, histor- 
ical and biographical. Mr. Galbreath, from his long 
acquaintance with the books and literary treasures 
of Ohio, and his contact with men and affairs during 
many years at the capital—the center of Ohio, 
seems eminently fitted to write this history. There 
are five volumes, the first covering geology, archae- 
ology, the Indian wars. Then follows a description 
of the counties, with chapters on the public schools, 
colleges, and libraries. Ohio’s part in the wars of 
the nation has not been small, and our historian 
covers the facts quite fully. 

Volume 2 is devoted to the Constitution of Ohio 
and the constitutional conventions, the state's 
record on anti-slavery, temperance, woman _ suf- 
frage.

HICKS, FREDERICK C. Famous American jury 
speeches. Mr. Hicks has collected twenty-four 
speeches made in widely separated parts of the 
United States between 1884 and 1924. The aim 
of this compilation is to show that the era of forensic 
oratory has not passed. Subjects covered are 
diverse — murder, boycott, finance, forgery, rail- 
roads, labor, larceny, perjury, politics, etc. 

Brief biographical notes of the speakers and chief 
parties are supplied, and summaries of the facts, 
that the speeches may be more easily understood.

SILK, AGNES K., and FANNING, CLARA E. Index 
to Dramatic Readings. This book, compiled by 
two members of the staff of the Minneapolis Public 
Library, will be found one of the most useful library 
tools available. Twenty-five books published be- 
tween 1915 and 1924 are indexed, covering readings, 
monologs, recitations, patriotic pieces, prose, and 
poetry. The arrangement is by author, title, and 
subject, in dictionary catalog form. The second 
part of the volume is an index to the first lines of 
all poems included, and to refrains, often as valuable 
as first lines. 

The volume is invaluable to public readers, drama- 
tic teachers, and to libraries. From it one can 
readily choose an appropriate selection, or trace a 
piece of which the title is forgotten.

MAGAZINE NOTES 


Amazing Stories made its bow in Aopril, 1926, 
(vol. 1, no. 1) and isone more attempt to find a 
new angle to appease the craving for stories and 
yet more stories which the reading public of today 
demands. As Golden Book and Famous Stories 
reprint the thrillers of the past which have become 
literature, and as Famous Stories adds tales by 
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today’s most popular writers, so now Amazing 
Stories will cover the fiction founded on science, or 
“Scientifiction” as its editor calls that type of story 
which Jules Verne wrote. It will cover stories 
by Wells, by Poe, and all of Jules Verne’s stories 
will be reprinted. So to get “knowledge in palatable 
form” you are urged to read Amazing Stories 
every month at $2.50 a year. 


American Campus had a short but hectic life. 
No. 1 was December, 1924, and vol. 1 had 4 monthly 
numbers. Vol. 2, no. 1, was a fortnightly dated 
October 20, 1925, but nos. 2, 3, and 4 had no dates 
whatever. It aimed to cover the odd, the unusual, 
the bizarre, from 600 college publications. It 
died January, 1926, and is succeeded by Intercollegiate 
World. 


American Museum Journal changed its name to 
Natural History with vol. 19, 1919.» The reason 
we speak of this bit of ancient history is to record 
a curious title-and-index trouble. There was at 
that time a silly regulation by the post office that 
no enclosure could be shut into a number loose 
and be sent under second-class rates, unless it had 
distinctly printed on it the fact that it was a supple- 
ment or part of the issue in which enclosed. 

So the title page to vol. 18 of American Museum 
Journal shut in loose with vol. 19, no. 1, of Natural 
History was, that it might cover the postal law, 
printed as follows with a false name:— 


In two sections; Part II 
NATURAL HISTORY 
THE JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN MUSEUM 
Vol. 19, January, 1919, No. 1 
Index for Vol. XVIII 


And to mix up matters a bit more the cover of 
the issue of January, 1919, stated ‘In two sections, 
Part I,’’ leading many to try and find a part II when 
that was really the index and title of the preceding 
volume, and really not a part of vol. 19 at all. 

The subscribers did not see the joke and bothered 
the editor until a good title page to vol. 18 was 
published, reading “‘American Museum Journal.” 

Still only last month that “Natural,” or shall 
we say bastard title, turned up to bother us. Really 
that postal law would have done a lot of good had 
it required titles and indexes to be sewed or wired 
into the magazine. 


Biological Abstracts now comes into life, the child 
of Botanical Abstracts (which dies with vol. 15) 
and Abstracts of Bacteriology (dead with vol. 9). The 
newcomer will cover a broader field than its parents 
and will probably be $15 a volume, covering the 
year. 


Books. One good thing about these single-word 
titles is the unlikelihood of the name being shortened. 
Yet a publisher must have some vent for his imagi- 
nation, and Books takes it thus: The first nine 
numbers of vol. 1 had no numbers, just the date, 
beginning with the issue of September 2, 1924. 
Then vol. 1, nos. 10 to 23, are regular. Then the 
boy thought it would be a good joke when the editor 
was away to start something, so he started volume 
2, and nos. 24 to 41 (March 1 to June, 28, 1925) 
are a new volume, then a second no. 41, dated July 5 
was issued, followed by vol. 2, no. 42, July 12. Then 
the editor got back, fired the office boy, and we have 
July 19 called vol. 1, no. 44. Everything then 
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went along very regularly up to no. 51. The 52d 
issue completed the first volume, but somehow 
the number and volume got left off — editor away 
again probably, and a new office boy. So volume 
2 started off with vol. 1, nos. 53 to 59, but then the 
boss got back after seven weeks, kicked out the 
new boy, and we have vol. 2, no. 8, November 8, 
1925, following vol. 1, no. 59, and all has been well 
ever since. So take your pencil and you will find 
how wonderful nature is. Lo! vol. 1 can be num- 
bered from no. 1 to 52, and vol. 2 from no. 1 up 
to the present time perfectly regular, and you will 
come out vol. 2, no. 25, March 7, 1926, just as the 
editor did. 


Casanova Jr.’s Tales is described as a “quarterly 
book for subscribers.” Vol. 1, no. 1, is April, 1926, 
and it is privately printed, privately circulated 
(by express only), and commands the fabulous price 
of $15.00 a year or $5.00 a copy. Edition limited 
to 1,000 subscribers. Another case of a publisher 
trying to get rich by reprinting what had been better 
left unprinted, and creating a scarcity by a re- 
stricted edition. At present each issue is in a box: 
the publisher may be later. 


Childhood Education is published for the Inter- 
national Kindergarten Union ten times a year, 
and we recommend it to libraries and schools. It 
began in September, 1924, and vol. 2, no. 6, was 
February, 1926. $2.50 the year. 


Classic has seen the incongruity of the simple 
one-word title adopted and has gone back to its 
birth-name of Motion Picture Classic with vol. 20, 
no. 1, September, 1925. We like one-word names 
when they mean something: e. g., Forum, Language, 
Libraries, Studio. Even in a German catalog such 
names can’t get out of alphabetic order like Econ- 
omics, Quarterly Journal of. 


Fire and Water Engineering was a happy couple, 
consisting of a Water Engineering section and 
a Fire Protection section; but the eternal triangle 
affects even periodicals. These two got a divorce. 
Water Engineering has taken the name “ Water 
Works Engineering, with vol. 79, no 1, January, 
1926. Its ‘better half,” the Fire section, has married 
Fire Engineer, and the new family name is Fire 
Engineering, vol. 79, no. 1, being January, 1926. 


Intercollegiate World is a welcome newcomer. 
(Vol. 1, no. 1, January, 1926, monthly, $3.00). We 
commend it to libraries, especially to college libraries. 
It has articles on college activities — education, 
dramatics, music, athletics. It reprints from college 
papers the country over, the best fiction, verse, and 
drawings. We understand that vol. 1 will run 
through the year 1926—twelve issues. American 
Campus has died, and this newcomer more than 
takes it place. 


Kindergarten and first grade is a precocious eleven- 
year-old. With vol. 11, no. 8, April, 1926, it went 
and changed its name to American Childhood, and 
never even asked us if it might, or said please may 
I!

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All these men started their careers with some 
setbacks. Quérard had a disagreeable disposition 
to begin with, and hard work, many disappoint- 
ments and money trials did not tend to improve 
it. He was the most fortunate of the three, 
however, in obtaining early recognition for his lit- 
erary efforts. He left Vienna, where he had been 
employed by the book-seller, P. S. Schalbacher, for 
Paris, to publish the first volumes of his ‘France 
littéraire,” 1826-1840." This brought him pres- 
tige as a bibliographer while he was still a very 
young man. 

Lacroix was not so successful at an early age. 
His first efforts were dramatic. Later he under- 
took poetry. Then soon after the founding of 
“Le Figaro,” he drifted into journalism, through 
his friend, Saint-Alme, who had taken over this 
periodical. None of these brought him any success, 
nor was he encouraged as acritic when he under- 
took to defend Hugo’s first drama “Amy Robsart.” 
The most direct result of this last attempt was that 
Lacroix was threatened with five or six duels for 
his critical efforts.% In 1828, however, he was 
awarded the cross of the Legion of honor for his 
“Histoire du 16e siécle,” which showed the influence 
of M. de Barante’s style.“ His first popular suc- 
cess did not come until 1829, with his ‘“Soirées de 
Sir Walter Scott 4 Paris,” which went immediately 
into ten or twelve editions. This work should be 
remembered also because it marks the first use of 
his pseudonym: “Bibliophile Jacob, membre de 
toutes les académies.’”® 

Charles Nodier likewise began writing at a very 
early age. Although he did not receive so many 
setbacks as Lacroix in pursuing a literary career, 
it was not until well along in the period of the Empire 
that he achieved any success. His first efforts 
at obtaining a regular position came to nothing, 
when he was unsuccessful at being appointed libra- 
rian of the city of Déle.* This does not seem 
to have embittered him, however, as did Quérard’s 
experience in the same line. The well-known 
Van Praet had been in favor of appointing Quérard 
as one of the librarians in the Bibliothéque Royale. 
A very unfortunate incident prevented this appoint- 
ment. It seems that Quérard had been working 
at his “France littéraire” in this library, and had 
had occasion to make use of the library catalog. 
In the handwriting of one of Van Praet’s colleagues 
he came across a blunder at which he burst into a 
loud laugh. It was fatal mirth, as it rang through 
the building, and among others reached the ears 
of the man who had committed the error. Smal 
wonder that Quérard had laughed, though; for 
the title of the work was: “Memoirs of a young 
lady, written by herself,” which had been cata- 
logued under “Herself.” The mistake was cor- 
rected next day, but the influence of the man who 
had committed it was sufficient to keep Quérard 
from any appointment in the Bibliothéque Royale.” 
Would Nodier in like circumstance have _ingra- 
tiated himself into the favor of Van Praet and over- 
come the colleague’s dislike? Very likely, but 
poor Quérard seems to have plunged into still greater 
gloom. Certainly Lacroix would have set- out

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to obtain a still better position, or perhaps have 
written a satire on the incident in irresistible manner. 

As a matter of fact it is curious that both Nodier 
and Lacroix themselves became librarians. Each 
in turn held the same post towards the end of his 
life—the librarianship of the Arsenal.* Indeed 
it may be conjectured that Lacroix was possibly 
following in Nodier’s footsteps when he succeeded 
in getting this appointment. There is much reason 
to believe that he admired Nodier above most 
men. 

It was while Nodier was librarian of the Arsenal 
that he enjoyed the companionship of Hugo and 
his cénacle. Meetings were held at the Arsenal, 
where we can well imagine that Nodier was readily 
accepted as an equal from his reputation as “homme 
de lettres,” and possibly placed a little higher than 
most of his companions because of his bibliogra- 
phical knowledge as librarian.1® Lacroix also came 
in contact with this same literary group. They 
frequently met at his house when he was still a 
very young man, and his clever and charming young 
wife no doubt added to the attraction.” Very 
likely this contact with their purely literary com- 
panions tended to give both Lacroix and Nodier 
a broader conception of the field of writing. They 
themselves were doubtless inspired to go on pro- 
ducing novels, drama, history, etc., with a bit 
of bibliography sandwiched in between. Not that 
they despised the bibliography! Far from it, but 
they came back to working at it the better refreshed 
from having come in contact with other minds 
and broader fields of work. Not so Quérard! Once 
a bibliographer, always he remained one. It may 
have been this constant effort, the conscious if 
enjoyable strain that he worked under, that affected 
his disposition and made of him more of a recluse 
than he was intended to be by nature. 

As to money—each one of the three suffered 
from the lack of it at different times. Most of us 
are familiar with the details of Quérard’s lawsuit 
over “La littérature frangaise contemporaine.” 
When he was only about one-third of the way through 
the article on Napoleon, Quérard was deprived 
by the publisher of all his rights in regard-to the 
work. The pretext was that he had not been supply- 
ing copy fast enough, and that the length of the 
bibliographies would have caused the work when 
finished to exceed the three volumes that had been 
promised in the prospectus. Unfortunately for 
Quérard, an arbitration which took place in 1844 
was in favor of the publisher. This meant the 
loss of a much-needed income to the bibliographer.”* 
Shortly after this, M. Serge Poltoratzky of Moscow 
became the patron of Quérard. This generosity 
lasted until 1854. In spite of it, however, and 
40 francs a sheet from M. F. Didot, as well as 1,000 
francs a year from the Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, Quérard continued to be financially embar- 
rassed. In 1845 the unfortunate man was unjustly 
imprisoned by the publisher Daguin. Although 
sentenced for five years, he was let out in three 
months, on payment of 1,600 francs. This left him 
completely bankrupt. In 1855 a subscription was 
raised to aid him by a great many publishers and 
librarians from all over the world. It was then 
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Quérard’s hard luck to have some man cause the 
amount to be reduced very unjustly to 2,000 francs.* 

Lacroix likewise had a very harrowing experience 
with the courts, in regard to the payment for his 
“Histoire de Soissons.” His health was so broken 
as a result of the hard work done on this book, 
together with the effects of the lawsuit, that he 
was obliged to go to Italy to recuperate. Here he 
continued to be very ill for some time. While 
staying at a hotel in Rome, he found the proprietor 
all too anxious about his financial condition. This 
worthy Italian paid the invalid a visit in the latter’s 
room one day, and asked: “Si vous mourrez, qui 
paiera les frais?” Not at all disconcerted, Lacroix 
replied that he wasn’t going to die just yet, but 
that at any rate he wasn’t at all ambitious as to 
the matter of funerals, and would be satisfied with 
a very modest one. This did not, however, quiet 
the proprietor, and after some more talk Lacroix 
dismissed him with the following: ‘Mon cher Mon- 
sieur, je ne suis pas assez riche pour mourir a Rome, 
et je m’en vais a Naples.” And he forthwith departed 
for the latter city, though by no means to his death. 

It was while Lacroix was in Italy that he wrote 
his ‘Catalogue des livres et des manuscrits, la plu- 
part meer Vhistoire de France.” Alas! He 
was forced for financial reasons to part with his 
precious manuscripts and his well-loved library 
on the history of France soon after his return from 
Italy. In the introduction of his “Catalogue 
des livres” mentioned above, he speaks sorrowfully 
of having to part with his library. As he bravely 
puts it: ‘Je ne suis pas le premier homme de lettres 
qui se voit forcé de vendre sa bibliothéque.” He 
then gives examples of Diderot and Nodier. Natur- 
ally it is interesting to note this similar misfortune 
of Nodier’s in Lacroix’s own words. He says: 
“M. Charles Nodier n’a pas succombé au chagrin 
de perdre deux bibliothéques.”** Incidentally we 
learn elsewhere that Nodier was forced to part with 
his treasures in order to raise money for the trous- 
seau of his daughter. In a letter to Peignot, written 
in 1829, Nodier mentions this. He adds, however, 
“mais vous concevez a merveille que je ne puis 
exister sans livres, et a compter du jour du sacrifice 
j'ai recommencé une collection a la verité plus 
restreinte et plus spéciale. Comme je n’ai jamais 
pris grand plaisir 4 la belle littérature des siécles 
perfectionnés, je me borne aux incunabula, et plus 
particuliérement 4 nos poétes entre Villon et Mal- 
herbe. Si vous me trouvez jamais un beau Claude 
Turrin, il fera merveilleusement mon affaire.’’ *® 
This same introduction to the “Catalogue des 
livres” gives us further reason for believing that 
Lacroix was a worshipper of Nodier. He positively 
seems elated to be able to suffer the loss of his library, 
since Nodier had had to do likewise. This will 
hardly seem too strong a statement, as he ends 
up this incident of selling his library with: “Je 
tacherai de suivre l’exemple de Charles Nodier, 
le maitre des bibliophiles passés, présents et futurs.’’ ** 

Aside from the above instance we know that 
Nodier was often seriously embarrassed for money. 
In 1817 he had contracted a debt in order to render 
a service for a friend, and this hung over him until 
1835. We also know that the change of régime 
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in 1830 affected him adversely, as it greatly reduced 
his pension.” 

Something must be said here of the effect on Nodier 
of the rapid political developments of his time. At 
an early age he came in contact with the Revolution; 
as his father had been president of the Tribunal 
at Besancon. Actually Nodier had no_ personal 
political opinions. He seems to have adopted suc- 
cessively all the defeated parties of his day. It 
has been truly said of him: ‘Religieux sous lé 
républic, girondin et vendéen tout ensemble 
sous le consulat, libéral et bondeur sous 1’empire, 
puis royaliste avec tiedeur, il célébra sous Charles 
X, les héros de la Convention.”” Nodier himself 
is said to have remarked: ‘‘dans tous les troubles 
politiques dont vous serez le témoin, restez con- 
stamment du parti des vaincus, il est presque tou- 
jours le plus juste.”’ Certainly Nodier’s political 
opinions and the events round about him influenced 
his writings, however. ‘‘La Napoléone” and “Stella; 
ou, Les proscrits’’ were early examples of the influence 
of his age.”8 

Indeed the influence of the times and especially 
of other writers may be more easily traced in Nodier 
than in either of the other bibliographers. Lacroix, 
we have already stated, was probably more influenced 
by Nodier than by anyone else. But so prolific 
was Lacroix, and so great the variety of his subjects, 
that other direct influence is difficult to trace. We 
admit that Quérard was imitating some German 
bibliographers when he undertook his first book. 
Also he always maintained the most intense admira- 
tion for Voltaire. But on the whole he remained 
a rule unto himself, and any particular model that 
he followed as inspiration would be difficult to 
discover. There seems little of Voltaire’s influence 
in his works, however enthusiastic he waxes over 
him in the preface to his ‘‘Bibliographie Vol- 
tarienne.” > The rare wit and satire of Voltaire 
are certainly not to be found in Quérard with the. 
possible exception of ‘“‘Les supercheries littéraires.’’ 
Thomas says of this work that the sketches were 
not cold and dry like most bibliographies, but a 
bit racy.* 

With Nodier, the question of influence was 
altogether different. His early works ‘‘Le peintre 
de Saltzbourg,” ‘‘Les proscrits,’’ ‘‘Les méditations 
du cloitre’’ show clearly the influence of the eigh- 
teenth century. ‘“‘Le tombeau des gréves du 
lac’ and ‘‘Jean Sbogar’” reflect German ideals.*! 
It is not until fairly late in life that Nodier seems 
to have developed his own individuality. Other 
influences that may especially be noted in Nodier 
are those of Rabelais and Sterne. Much of the 
finesse of Nodier’s style has been attributed to the 
influence of these writers.” It is odd to note how 
frequently reference to Sterne is made in various 
works of Nodier’s. He continually suggests in 
his essays that the reader get acquainted with Sterne. 

After all, what were the relative merits of the 
three men from a strictly bibliographical viewpoint? 
Is more credit to be awarded Quérard for having 
produced the greatest number of tibliographical 
works, and for having stuck closely to his subject? 
There is no doubt that weighing bibliographical 
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work for bibliographical work, neither Lacroix 
nor Nodier can be said to have achieved any such 
masterpiece as ‘La France littéraire,’’ ‘“‘Les écri- 
vains pseudonymes et autres mystificatiofis de 
la littérature,” or the unfortunate work begun by 
Quérard | entitled: “La littérature francaise con- 
temporaine.” These productions remain classics 
to this day. It is true that Lacroix’s catalogue 
of manuscripts on the history of France, his ‘‘ Bibliog- 
raphie Moliéresque,’”’ “Recherches bibliographiques 
sur les livres rares et curieux,’’ and his editing 
of the catalogue of Soleinne are not to be despised. 
The latter was a stupendous piece of work, which 
was in the main well done. J. C. Brunet lists this 
work in his ‘Manuel du libraire.” After the entry 
he gives warm praise to Soleinne for his exactness 
and hard work, and adds that Lacroix has made 
good use of the materials, adding to them a large 
number of literary and bibliographical notes. Brunet 
adds, however: écrites avec facilité, mais 
offrant parfois des conjectures un peu hasardées.”’ 
After several other entries of Lacroix’s works Brunet 
adds: ‘Le titre de Bibliophile qu’a pris M. P. Lacroix 
est suffisament justifié par un amour trés-vif pour 
les livres et par des connaissances réelles en _his- 
toire littéraire. Les notices bibliographiques de 
cet écrivain fécond sont, en général, intéressants 
et spirituelles, mais pas toujours aussi exactes qu’on 
pourrait le désirer.” #3 And doubtless Brunet did 
not so write without reason. In examinifig Lacroix’s 
“Enigmes et découvertes bibliographiques,’’ one 
is struck with the fact that the author was rather 
carried away by his own feelings and anxiety to 
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prove himself original. This work consists of a 
series of essays on literary problems. The first 
is a discussion entitled: “L*‘énigme des quinze 
joies de mariage.” He refutes the arguments of 
M. Poitier, who claims that the eight lines at the 
end of the work show that Antoine de La Salle 
was the author. Instead Lacroix proposes a new 
theory that a man named Lemonde was the author, 
a native of Essé or Essey, which he also deduces 
from these same eight lines. To support his argu- 
ment that it might have been written by a man 
named Lemonde, he even quotes Brunet in his 
“Manuel,’’ who attributes another anonymous 
verse (or the possibility of it) to a man named 
Lemonde, as the verses form an acrostic in his name.** 
Very original! But the whole argument does not 
tend to make Lacroix a more weighty bibliographer, 
as his theory is even more forced than that of the 
man he is refuting. Bringing Brunet into the 
argument hurts rather than helps his cause, as 
the verse Brunet discusses is an entirely different 
thing, and Lacroix’s verse was not an acrostic. 
Another bibliographical work of Lacroix’s also 
mentioned above, was his ‘“Bibliographie Moliéres- 
que.”” In his preface to the first edition Lacroix 
admits that at the time when he had the oppor- 
tunity to write this bibliography the manuscripts 
collected by the Moliériste Beffara were not at 
his disposal at the Bibliothéque Nationale. This 
was because he undertook the work during the siege 
of Paris in the War of 1870. At that time these 
manuscripts were not at the disposal of the public 
on account of the bombardment of the Prussians.
